It was in the early part of November, 1886, 
that the Granite State crossed tho equator 
to her course around Cape Horn to Hong 
Kong 
The wtnds were unfavorable and 


the crew were required to be on deck long 
boors during the day and night. On one 
occasion Salares defied Cap-ain Fritz and 
said: "This ship is a floating hell, but I 
won't let yon kill me with overwork." 


Suddenly he disappeared. Captain Fritz 


caused search to be made for him, and not 
finding him he concluded that he had fallen 
overboard, and made a minute to that ef- 
fect in his log. For throe days Salares was 
missing and then he was found concealed 
between decks. A sailor saw smoked com- 
ing out of a hatch and found that Salares 
was there with his pipe. Salares came out 
and went to work again, denying that he 
was ill, and spurning medical treatment. 
For awhile he was peaceful but sullen. 
Then he disappeared again, this time down 
the fore-hatch, and when he was detected 
in his second hiding-place he threatened to 
Wll any one who approached him. 


The ship's cargo was petroleum in cases 


and Salares made hli way forward and 
barricaded himself securely with cases of 
oil. He had taken about fifteen gallons 
of 
water 
and 
forty 
pounds 
of 


bread with him Into his retreat and he was 
prepared 
for a siege. 
Captain Fritz 


ordered the mate and members of the crew 
to bring the mutineer on deck, but when 
they moved on his barricade, be held up a 
box of matches and threatened to set fire 
to the Inflammable cargo before he would 
bet«ken.- The captain was now eon vinced 
tbat'Balares was insane, and' he was left 
for the night in his retreat 


That was an anxious night on shipboard, 


and Captain Fritz, with his wife and 
daughter, kept watch on deck, fearing that 
at any moment the desperate mnn in the 
forehold might flre the ship, although im- 
munity from punishment was promised 
him if he would come on deck. On the fol- 
lowing day another attempt was made to 
capture him. Captain Fritz led the men 
below into the hold, where Salares was 
concealed. They crawled along over tbe 
cases of cargo, guided by dim lanterns. 
Prom his place ol concealment Salares 
shouted to the men startling threats of 
death if they approached him. Finally he 
'threw a timber at the mate, which struck 
him on the bridge of the nose and injured 
him so that he has not yet recovered. 
The Spaniard 
stood at 
bay, 
bent 


on murder. 
Captain 
Fritz climbed 


over the cargo to within four feet of the 
madman, when with a fierce lunge the lat- 
ter struck the captain on the left wrist 
with a long aheath knife bound upon the 
handle of a shovel, and cut the lantern 
from his hand. The tendons of his wrist 
were severed, and the falling lantern was 
shattered over the cases of petroleum. 
With 
presence of mind Captain Fritz 


smothered the blazing wick bet ore further 
damage was done, and he and his men then 
retreated, but net-before "Salares had 
slashed the jacket of one of the sailors with 
his long-handled knife. It now became 
evident to the captain that Salares must be 
taken dead or alive, and two of the sailors, 
armed with pistols, went below again to 
dare the madman's fury. Salares was 
concealed ra the cargo, and the men were 
afraid to approach too near, because ol the 
long-handled knife and a ditching spade, 
the point of which he had ground to a cut- 
ting edge. With these weapons the Span- 
iard,. , in

they resorted 
to 


firearms. r'I» the dim and •uncertain 
light of the hold they Emptied their pistols 
in the direction of the crouching sailor, 
but without effect. 
When thoir ammuni- 


tion was gone the man stole upon them 
stealthily and, with his sheath knife on the 
shovel-handle, stabbed Sailor Sam Roberts 
in the eye and slashed Alex. Crigg on the 
arm. Then, with a sweeping blow of his 
murderous knife, he struck a blow at a 
Spaniard, who had been his 
friend, 


that would have killed him if it had 
not missed Its aim. Retreating again, the 
maniac hurled a piece of -wood, used in 
stowing cargo, at his pursuers to disable 
them -and break their lanterns. The 
wounded men were taken on deck and 
cared for and a third attempt was then 
made to find Salares. 
There was no 


sound in the hold when the men entered, 
and lor a long time no trace was found of 
the mad Spaniard. The cargo had to be 
broken before he was finally discovered. 
He made no resistance. He was dead. He 
had cut his throat with the sheath-knife 
with which he had sought the lives of his 
shipmates. The body of the dead sailor 
was brought on deck, sewed up in canvas 
and burled In the sea. For two d ays this 
one man had kept the whole ship's crew at 
bay and in a state of terror, for with one 
match he might have fired the cargo. In 
the space in the hold where ho had barri- 
caded himself were found the bread 
and 
water 
and 
pipe 
and 
tobacco 


which he had stowed away. 
The knife 


and sharpened spade were there, and with 
them was a whetstone on which the edges 
had been made keen. All the wounded 
men have recovered except the mate, who 
was struck in the face by a piece of timber. 
He left the Granite State at Hong Kong 
and returned to this city by another Tessel, 
ind is now in Bellevue hospital Buffer-lag 
from the results of that injury.

NBW YOKK, Nov. 26.—The boiler of the 


tug-boat Sunbeam exploded at fifteen min- 
utes past two o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
at the foot of East Seventy-ninth street, 
and killed five men outright, besides de- 
stroying almost every vestige of the ill- 
fated craft. The killed and wounded are: 


Christopher Parks, of No. 125 East 


Eleventh street, owner and captain. 


George Prick, engineer, of Union Hill, 


N. J. 


John Nichele, deck hand. 
William H. Hodgkins, cook of the schoon- 


er James H. Deputy, Bath, Me., and afire- 
man, 
name unknown. 


Wednesday the 
schooner James H. 


Deputy arrived here loaded with lath and 
lumber consigned to Nathaniel Wise, the 
builder at the foot of Seventy-ninth street. 
The schooner had almost finished unload- 
ing her cargo at ten minutes past twelve 
o'clock yesterday when Captain George 
W. Stacy, her commander, saw the Sun- 
beam gliding by. The captain hailed the 
tug and asked how much he would 
charge to tow the schooner to Hunter's 
Point. The Captain of the Sunbeam agreed 
to accept $50, the amount offered by Cap- 
tain Stacey. The Sunbeam then made fast 
to 'the schooner's fore-rigging. A line 
was also attached to the windlass-bit. The 
captain ol the Sunbeam agreed to wait 
until three o'clock, the hour at which the 
crew of the Deputy said their boat would 
be unloaded. Meanwhile all was activity 
on the schooner. Every man lent a hand 
toward unloading the laths and at two 
o'clock a few hundred bundles remained 
on board. 
Suddenly, without a mom ent's 


warning, a roaring noise was heard and 
splinters and debris were seen flying in 
the air. 
The docks in the vicinity were 


filled with small craft and the sailors 
rushed about the boats in the greatest 
alarm. The noise of the explosion shook 
tb,e houses in the vicinity und on Black- 
well's island. 
Men, women and children 


ran into the streets crying "It's an 
eartha"8*18'" The sailors were the first 
to recover their senses. When they rushed 
to the scene not a vestige of the Sunbeam 
remained. Tho sign which bore her name 
was blown way up in the rigging of tho 
Deputy. Augustus H. Hodgkins, the mate 
of the Deputy, saw two of his crew 
struggling in the water. One was Edward 
Bradshaw, 
a man 
before 
the mast, 


and the other was William H. Hodgkins, 
his brother. Bradshaw was nearest the 
mate, and Hodgkins pulled him aboard 
and then went for his brother. At the 
same time Captain O, K. Smith and Mate 
John Roone, of the schooner Mary Isabella, 
Lewisport, Me., pushed out for the un- 
lucky Hodgkins. It was too late. He was 
too weak to even grasp a rope, and sank 
in sight of his brother and friends, bleed- 
ing and helpless. 


The body Of a man was found floating in 


the water, and it wa% picked up and car- 
ried on board the Frank Jones, a Hartford 
(Conn.) schooner. It is supposed to bo the 
corpse of the fireman of the Sunbeam. 
The crew of the Deputy consisted of live 
men, 
all of whom escaped except the cook, 


Hodgkins, who was about thirty years old 
and a native of Hunnewell's Point, Mo. 


Only a small portion of the boiler, some 


splinters and a lantern were left of the tug. 
Tbe Deputy suffered considerable damage. 
About twelve feet of her starboard side 
was stove in and her rigging injured. 
Last night the men were busy pump 
ing water from her hold. The cause 
of 
the 
explosion 
is 
unknown. 


The engineer was seen in the room a few 
minutes before the accident. The Sun- 
beam was a small boat, and originally 
came from Elizabeth port, N. J., where a 
man named Williams owned her.

PAEIB, Nov. 0.—Those famous young pian-1 


ists, tho Miles. Douste de Fortis—"the little 
Douste girls," as they aro familiarly known 
in the American colonies of Paris and Lon- 
don, where they have so often played-are 
about to sail from England for their second 
professional tour m tho United States, under 
tho management of that celebrated impres- 
sario, Col. Mapleson. 
The history of these 


two youthful artistes is not without interest, 
and I propose telling it to you in part,'at 
least, so that when they come to your town 
to perform you may feel that they are not 
entirely unknown to you. 


Jeanne, tho younger of the sisters, was 


born in London in 1870, so that she is now 
10. But her girlish face, petite form and 
short dross seem still to indicate a mere child; 
When sho was scarcely 4 years old she used 
to try to play what she heard her eldest 
sister, Louise, practice on the piano. The 
father and mother -were not musical, but on^ 
of their friends was, and M. Mortier de Fon- 
taine, who was intimate with Chopin, and 
himself au accomplished musician, began to 
take charge of Jeanne's piano education. 
In 


flvo months'* time she was able to appear, 
though only 5 years old, at one of Sir Julius 
Benedict's concerts at St. James' hall^ 
London, where she attracted considHrable at>- 
tontion. Tho London Echo then said of her: 
"Sho played a fugue of Bach, and a piece 
of Schumann, and a third piece—one after 
tho other, all by heart-all with great finish 
and correctness and considerable feeling and 
spirit. Wo never assisted at such an extraor-

Tho queen heard of 
this "infant fSbonomonon" und invited :hor to 
Uiickinghani palace, and during the same 
season both sisters perlormod belore , the' 
Prince mid Princess of Wales at tho^Marl- 
borouKli houso. On this occasion Victoria 
presented tho Miles. Donsto with a rnagnifl- 
ooiit gulil cross enriched with pearls, hind, 
wliliih iileusal them almost as much, cut two 
old oamelias 1'roin a beautiful tree that stood 
in tho room, handed thorn to tun modest 
girls, and embraced them both tenderly. A 
tow clnys afterward tho ixiasants received » 
miutwt from tho pulucu for the photographs 
oi tlioir uliililron, and Nadar, tho well known 
runs photo'-crapher, oxocutod thu order. 
Siiiro then the Miles. Douste huvo performed 
aevertil times before various members of the 
royal family. It was at Buckingham .palace 
that tho little Joanne made a reply tb|a 
bantering Frenchman that pleased some1 'ot 
tlio party almost as much as tho music. 
"Are 


you married, mademoiselle!" asked this gen- 
tleman. "Not yet," was the quick response; 


In Europe playing before "crowned' heads" 


is looked upoh by artistes much like newspaper 
"puffs" in republican America. The young 
Uonstea have had other royal advertisements 
besides thoso igivon by the English roignihg 
family. Hero ia another quite as good as flie 
one j ust described. Thoir parents are natives 
of tho French Pyrenees, and tho young girta 
aro in ecstasies of delight when they can run 
off for a vacation, to this charming port of 
southern France, The last timo thelate king 
of Hanover was in the Pyrenees' with tho 
Princess Frederikn, his daughter, the happiest' 
moment of their day was when tho two Mstera 
came at 4 o'clock, as they did almost daily, to 
play to them in private. On one of those oc- 
casions tlio old king handed tho musicians a' 
precious vase containing o wild plant that he 
hod pulled up during Ins wanderings that 
morning in tho mountains. Their introduc- 
tion to the king occurred in this wise: In the 
•winter of 1878 the young pianists wero stay- 
ing in tho Hotel da Franco, at Bareges, a 
well known thermal resort up among |the 
mountains, and they were in the babitj of 
course, of playing a good deal eVery morning. 
They noticed that they were frequently ap- 
plauded by tho guests occupying a neighbor- 
ing suito of rooms, and one day, tho^ppliiuse 
was followed by a bouquet, accompanied' lidth 
the card of tho king and the princess, and on 
invitation to come and play for them—an in- 
vitation that was renewed daily for the rest 
of the season. In June of this some year' the 
dethroned king died. 
' . 


They have enjoyed instruction anfl'SdVico 


from the best teachers ami professional' pi- 
anists of both tho old and new worlds. :Por 
nvo years they studied asyiduously under the 
immediate eyo of Mortier de Fontaine, three 
years more with Breitnor, the favoriie pupil 
of Liszt and Rubinstein, a winter with Mme. 
Schumann, wifo of the great composer, and 
herself perhaps the greatest living female pi- 
anist, and also with Lang, of Boston, and the 
lamented Dr. Dainrosch, of New ^Tm-k. They 
havu also profited by the criticisms of PlAnte, 
Stephen Holler, Raff, Nicholas and Antoina 
Rubinstein, Ferdinand Heller arid Liszt. 
During tho hitter's visit to Paris'and London 
last spring, just before his death, they often 
saw thu distinguished abbe at the quiet little 
Hotel do Calais iu this city, and afterward 
when he was being feted at the English capi- 
Ital. 


As [ sniil buforo, tho Miles. Douste have 


already visited the United States. It was 
in the winter of 
1879. 
Tbey wore re- 


ceived at Huston aud elsewhere with mdrked 
attention. Longfellow invited them several 
times to his Cambridge home ami wont into 
Boston to till of their concerts. Intact, so 
deep an impression did they make at the Hub 
that many of the best ladies of the city 
formed a musical society and named it the 
"Dousto club1' in honor of the young sisters. 
Lost winter, at a concert given ut tho Chilian 
minister's in Paris, thu Miles. Douste were 
presented to a Boston lady, who exclaimed: 
''Are you tho Miles. Douste after whom we 
named our club, which is still in a most flour- 
ishing condition)" Both parlies word de- 
lighted—tho pianists to think that their so- 
journ in Boston had left such ft lasting niark, 
and the American young lady to meetfabe to 
face with the renl ioundors. 


But Louise and Jeanne Douste ore not 


alone talented musicians and pleasing, sirnple 
girls socially. They havo also developed a 
strong taste "tor another of the Duo-arts. 'One 
of them h is taken to painting and the other 
to sculpturing, and they have already'pro- 
duceil some veritable little mastorpieccs'tlmt 
give hope that they may make a name with 
the brush and chisel as well as with their 
piano.

The implements 


smoothed by the 'father's hands oi 
toil were smooth enough for them. 
True that they were signs of a bright- 
er day dawning. There were those like 
the loftier mountain peaks,who caught 
the first rays of light, but all beneath 
them lay in the darkness of the long 
night, content to plod along the beaten 
path and feeling safe only in eight of 
the old land marks. Toward the close 
of the eighteenth century the spinning 
mule, the power loom and the cotton 
gin were given to the world ; but the 
nineteenth century was beginning to 
assume sturdy proportions before 
their practical influence begun to be 
felt. • In the nature of things commu- 
nities and towns were far separated 
from each other and families dwelt 
far apart, and the means of communi- 
cation were of the most primitive 
kinds. The blazed trees and the grass 
grown bridle paths were far mo. e 
common than drives for wheeled vehi- 
cles, while no vessel threaded the 
water-ways, unless propelled by the 
"laboring oar." 
We oan well imagine 


what crowds lined the banks of the 
Hudson, as Fulton's steamboat made 
her trial trip. 
That was but the be- 


ginning of steam navigation, and now 
what magnificent steam palaces plow 
the waters of our navigable rivers and 
lakes and the oceans. 
Then it re- 


quired months to reach the old world 
and now the trip can be accomplished 
in a week 
Then a railway was un- 


known. Now a net work covers pur 
country. ' Then months passed before 
a reply could be received from a mes- 
sage sent ;to London. Now but a few 
minutes elapse. 
Enter the fields of 


that day and how primitive were the 
implements. 
An iron plow was un- 


known. Now every well-to-do farmer 
tarns the furrows and rides comfort- 
ably while doing it. Then he raised 
his grain: by hand, and threshed it by 
hand; while to-day all is done by 
machinery. , If we would be impressed 
by the inventive power of the Ameri- 
can brain, we must go into large man- 
ufactories of all kinds ; down into our 
mines; out into our. fields and into 


our homes, or if yon wish to see the 
richjprodnct of American g$nins,g4 
loathe patent offi^at^ashington 
and" there "you will' nave the evidence 
before and all around you of the gi*- 
gantio strides this nation has made in 
the way of development and progress. 


But not boly'l'n the art* Is this'progress per- 


ceptlble, but ttlaoos to Bclenoe. In the light 
of the'present day, what rubblih1 was then 
solemnly taught in the schools, much ol which 


• we have seen thrown aside even In ourowa 
day. 
Instituting a comparison we realize 


that with the ezeeptlon ol astronomy, all 
thttCwe know of science modern so called, 
bos been discovered since this nation was in 
in Its swaddling olotb.es. Never baa the hum- 
an mind manifested snob eagerness, such de- 
termination, such IncessBut activity and un- 
til lug perseverance in its Investigations, to go 
to the very foundation and the outer verge of 
things aa in this nineteenth century. And 
just BO much richer Is this nation and world 
lu tacts, and so much brighter is the light on 
the pathway of life, aud eo much more Is 
human lite prolonged, and so much more are 
its comforts and pleasures enlarged and In- 
tensified.

In like manner, what a vast change has 


been wrought iu the soolal systems. What 
were then common customs would not now 
be tolerated for a moment, and what was then 
tolerated would to-day ostracise from the 
soolal circle. But one of the marked features 
of the higher civilization of to day as com- 
pared wlta what prevailed then is in the ele- 
vation of woman and the Increasing number 
of avenues opening every day, more and 
more for her Increasing usefulness in the 
world. In this we see Che marked difference 
between the liberty of this nation and that ol 
the Greek and Roman republics and the free 
cities of Italy. Liberty, as designed by them, 
was designed for the few, a favored class, or 
coterie, or for the nation as such, and not for 
the Individual. But when the peal of the old 
"Liberty Bell" rang out over this land It pro 
claimed "liberty to all the Inhabitants there- 
of." It was the proclamation that the gov- 
ernment henceforth existed for the Individual 
aud not,the Individual for thu government, 
It was the Christ-teaching in a broader and 
deeper sense of "the Sabbath being made for 
man and'not man for the Sabbath." It was 
this prlcclpifT'worklng quietly and slowly 
through the yeara that has opened to our 
daughters as well aa to our sons the doors of 
our colleges and of our Institutions for the 
co-education of the sexes, which In the lan- 
guage of the faeul ,y of one of our first-class 
collegate Institutions, "has proved unques- 
tionably successful. 
The relative standing 


ofthe youog women In the classes has shown 
their ability In all respects to master the diffi- 
culties of the college course and maintain tbje 
highest rank. Their presence Is a constant 
stimuli!* to study, to order, and to courteous 
bearing, In all the exorcises of the institu- 
tion." In Ihe light of the position to which 
woman has attained In this country, the hon- 
or and respect which Is promptly accorded 
ber sex by the hlgbest and noblest type of 
manhood and tl'a broad shield of the law 
wblcb protects her, and compare witn It all 
the statues In which woman was held In Eng- 
land In the beginning of this century, wheeia 
husband could lead tils wife b" a halter, add 
sell her as he would an ox In the market, 
speaks volumes as to our prenrnt civilization 
and the progress we have made In the socla 
walks of life. 


Speaking ol the outlook the speaker referr- 


ed to the abundance' of cereals, fruit and. 
UocKs aud expressed the belief tliat no nation 
had been before so favored. To turn up the 
commercial,agricultural, mineral, social, In- 
dustrial, civil and religious blessings would 
be to still make necessary a Haying that half 
had not been told If we neglected to tell of 
our wonderouK facilities. The country reach 
eu over -14 parallels of latitude and 114oHopgi- 
f,ude,«ndbanyet.only CS millions of people.

The 
cottou factories of the East will ere long move 
to the cotton fields of the South, the sugar re- 
fineries to the sugar plantations.

The drift to- 
ward luxurious ease, a part of the foreign Im- 
migration, communism and ai archlsir, the so 
cailed conflict between capital aud labor all 
rise as'dahgers. And yet vu- have faith that 
the American leve of fair play (under the guid- 
ance of him who has led us out of the grave 
diiugers of the past) will yet bring us out of all 
these dangers to a fairer prosperity than we 
have yet known.
